The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 

forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 

Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 5-9, 11 and 13-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as obvious over Mizuno et al . (JP 08027330). 

Mizuno et al . disclose a composition containing triblock 
copolymers of the structure "DEF" and "GHG" in which the F and G 
blocks have less than 25% of vinyl content as in applicants' 



block copolymers "3", greater than or equal to 50% of ethylene- 
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propylene rubber as in applicants' component "1" and polyethylene 
as in applicants' component "2". See the CAPLUS Abstract and 
paragraphs 12 and 13 of the electronic translation as well as 
Examples 8-11 in Table I and Examples 3 and 4 in Table II. Since 
the materials in applicants' claims and in the patent are the 
same and the amounts of the components in the Examples cited in 
Tables 1 and 2 are the same as those disclosed in the instant 
specification for producing compositions which "are in a three 
dimensional network structure and a matrix comprising said 
ethylene-alpha-olefinic copolymer (1)'', it would reasonably 
appear that applicants' and patentees' characteristics are 
inherently the same. 

When the reference discloses all the limitations of a claim 
except a property or function, and the Examiner cannot determine 
whether or not the reference inherently possesses properties 
which anticipate or render obvious the claimed invention, basis 
exists for shifting the burden of proof to applicant. Note In re 
Fitzgerald et al 619 F. 2d 67, 70, 205 USPQ 594, 596, (CCPA 
1980). See MPEP § 2112-2112.02. 

Applicants' remarks are moot since all previous rejections 
and/or objections have been withdrawn.
